The pure seed grain problem is 
one which i is taxing the minds of 
jeven tore that the farmers ef this 
ure i west. The farmers of east- 
érn Canada have wakened up to the 
| fact that only the best and purest 
seed is none tooto good to sow. 

| Many of them have learned by sad 
experience the folly of sowing in- 
ferior seed. There are many far- 
mers in the different parts of the 
|country where we came from which 
are polluted with foul seeds, The 
question ther naturally arises, who 
jis responsible -for the land being 
this condition? In the first 
place, we as a class of farmers 
know that there is more or less 
iw ild seed in practically all the land. 
Then in the second place the far- 
mers themselves are responsible 
\for the balance of the dirt. In 
|what way? By sowing seed which 
jis not up to the proper standard, 

The question is, are we going to 
follow up the old practice of sow- 
ing poor dirty outs which in nine 
cases out of ten, one half will not 
Many intelligent men in 
this country are going to sow oats 
this spring which was badly frosted 
with the expectation of getting a 
good crop, and if such meu do not 
get a number one 
way the fault
